NEW BUSINESS 


1. Moved by C. C. Ludwig and supported 
by Otto Eckert that Victor G. Leyrer be 
appointed Chairman for the ensuing year. 


Motion carried. 


2. Discussion followed regarding the 
selection of a Secretary. Moved by Ludwig 
and supported by Mrs. Leadley that Evans 
E. Boucher, be appointed to serve in this 
capacity. 


Motion carried. 


3. Suggestion was made that all mem- 
bers be provided with book entitled ‘City 
Plan” in order that each may familiarize 
himself with the Plan. 


4, Applications for rezoning were 
presented and a request made that each 
member be provided with a small copy of 
the city map, so that the members will be 
able to inspect property presented for 
rezoning before it is acted upon by the 
eouncil, in order to have it coincide with 
the City Plan. 


5. Property located at S.W. corner of 
Logan and Saginaw Streets was found to 
be in plat restricted area. Moved by 
Ludwig and supported by Mills that Mr. 
Ramsey check on the plat restrictions and 
report findings at the next meeting.

Motion made by Ludwig and supported 
by Wood that owner of property at S.W. 
corner of Logan and Saginaw Sts. furnish 
the Commission with abstract of title so 
that it can be checked over at the next 
meeting.

Moved by Eckert and supported by 
Wood that a letter be sent to Mr. Harland 
Bartholomew, requesting that he be present 
at one of the meetings at any time he is 
in the neighborhood to give background of 
previous plans. 


7. Moved by Eckert and supported by 
Ludwig that members of Commission be 
supplied with locations of property up 
for ‘rezoning so that each one can check up 
and see what is required. 


8 The matter of time and place for 
holding meetings of this commission was 
discussed. Motion made by Wood and sup- 
ported by Mills that a meeting be held each 
Friday at 4 o’clock at the Mayor’s office 
until such time as the Commission deems 
it not necessary.

9. Discussion on Public Hearing fol- 
lowed. Growing out of this decision was 
made, that action on rezoning of property 
must be gone into thoroughly and action 
taken slowly.
